Social worker admits ‘failing’ pensioner 
who died after being left for nine days

A social worker with 20 years’ experi¬ 
ence has admitted she “failed” a 
severely disabled Banstead pensioner, 
who died after being left alone for 
nine days, because she was depressed 
and finding it difficult to cope with 
her workload. 

Elizabeth Egan, a senior practition¬ 
er for Surrey’s adults care team at the 
time of the Banstead pensioner’s 
death, told Woking Coroner’s Court 
on Wednesday that she had been suf¬ 
fering from depression and regretted 
saying she would organise alternative 
care arrangements for clients after 
Carelst24, based in Sutton, was shut 
down on January 15 last year follow¬ 
ing an immigration raid. 

The inquest heard on Monday how 
Mrs Foster, 81, was found, near death 
from dehydration and starvation, by a 
district nurse who visited her at her 
home in Priory Court, Chipstead 
Road, Banstead, on January 24. 

Rosemary Greig, who called at her 
address to do a routine blood test told 
the coroner she found Mrs Foster 
fully clothed, lying across her bed, 
with her legs “dangling over the side” 
and that her eyes were “very, very 
stuck together”. 

Mrs Foster, who had been suffering 
from dementia, depression, and was 
heavily dependent on external care, 


died in Epsom Hospital on February 
4. 

Giving evidence Mrs Egan said: “I 
didn’t think about it much, unfortu¬ 
nately I respond too much without 
thinking. 

“In hindsight, I should have said ‘no’ 
as I wasn’t in a fit state to take on any 
extra work. 

“I hadn’t been coping for a while. 

“I have been suffering from depres¬ 
sion for a few years. 

“I think I was reaching the point of 
a burn-out. 

“The culture in the team was very 
much ‘just do it and get on with it’. 

“But I was still trying to hold the job 
down. I failed.” 

She told the coroner that Surrey 
Adult Social Care knew that she was 
taking medication for depression and 
said she had told her manager, Jane 
Giles, two weeks before that she “was¬ 
n’t coping”. 

She said that, having looked at Mrs 
Foster’s file, she saw she was being 
visited by carers four times a day, but 
was not aware the pensioner had 
dementia. 

Mrs Egan said: “I tried to ring the 
lady. I didn’t get any reply. 

“I didn’t follow it up. 

“I failed. I don’t think I was even 
thinking straight anymore. 

“There was too much happening. 

“The bottom line is that I failed. I 
made a mistake.”

Charity unveils strategy 
for national expansion

A leading children’s charity 


has unveiled ambitious plans 
to expand its services across 
the country - a move that will 
require it to raise £10m a year 
in donations by 2017. 

The Children’s Trust, based 
in Tadworth Court, has been 
treating children with an ac¬ 
quired brain injury for the 
past 30 years. 

It provides residential and 
community-based rehabilita¬ 
tion and runs a school for 
children with profound 
learning difficulties and pro¬ 
vides transitional medical 
care to children with com¬ 
plex health needs. 

Yesterday, it launched 

a new three-year strategy 


that it hopes will enable it to 
reach 2,500 children living 
with brain injury across 
the UK every year by 2017 
through a major expansion of 
its services. 

The strategy will involve it 
redeveloping its base in Tad- 
worth, building new learning 
spaces and therapy areas and 
creating more bedrooms for 
children, and investing more 
in campaigning. 

It also aims to become an in¬ 
ternationally recognised cen¬ 
tre of excellence for research. 

“Researchers at the fore¬ 
front of neurological science 
are discovering ever more 
compelling evidence for the 
wide-ranging impact of brain 
injury on society,” it said. 

One of the key objectives of 
the new strategy is to 
significantly increase the 
number of charity-funded 


partnerships it has with the 
NHS. 

Brain injury specialists 
from the charity have been 
working at Sheffield Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital since 2011 
and Nottingham Children’s 
Hospital since 2013. 

The trust now wants to 
have its brain injury special¬ 
ists in 10 major trauma cen¬ 
tres acr-oss the UK by 2017, 
providing support to about 
250 children and families in 
each area every year. 

The trust said it will launch 
a capital fundraising appeal to 
transform its specialist centre 
in Tadworth by 2017 and will 
invest money in 2014-15 to 
recruit at least 13,000 new reg¬ 
ular supporters. 

The charity currently rais¬ 
es £7m a year to keep its 
services running and will 
need to increase this to £10m 


by 2017 to pay for its expand¬ 
ed role. 

It said that raising the sig¬ 
nificant amounts of funding 
required will be a challenge, 
but it is confident it can 
do so. 

Dalton Leong, chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “Never be¬ 
fore has there been 
such an opportuni¬ 
ty to increase the 
expert support 
available to these 
children and their 
families, who are 
among the most vul¬ 
nerable people 

in our society. 

“Over the 

past 30 years, 
our services 
have become 
beacons of 

specialist re¬ 
habilitation,

She said in the days that 
followed she “sat back mentally” 
and “somehow I just blotted it 
out of my mind and left it”. 

Mrs Egan said that because 
Mrs Foster paid for her own 
care: “There is a bit of an 
assumption that is wrong and I 
think I made that as well - that 
they can manage their own care 
or have help from someone else 
to arrange it.” 

She told coroner Richard 
Travers: “I made a mistake and 
hold my hands up to it complete¬ 
ly, but I do not think I was think¬ 
ing straight anyway, so perhaps I 
should not have been at work, 
but sometimes you just have to 
get on with things.” 

Following a police investiga¬ 
tion into the issue last year, the 
police said it found no record of 


the call Mrs Egan said she made. 

When asked about this at yes¬ 
terday’s inquest by Surrey 
County Council’s lawyer, Mrs 
Egan said: “I do not know how I 
can explain that. 

“Whether I pressed the wrong 
digit, I did that many times. 

“I made a call. Unless I rung it 
wrong.” 

Also giving evidence at the in¬ 
quest was her boss Ms Giles, the 
locality team manager for 
Reigate and Banstead at Surrey 
Adult Social Care at the time. 

She said she had delegated the 
task of making alternative care 
arrangements for clients, includ¬ 
ing Mrs Foster, to Mrs Egan, who 
she said had volunteered for the 
task. 

She said Mrs Egan said the 
task was “in hand” and “under 
progress” when asked about it 
and Ms Giles admitted she did 


not seek further, specific, details 
about the alternative care 
arrangements. 

Ms Giles told the court: “It was 
work that had been carried out 
before and I trusted Mrs Egan’s 
feedback. 

“It was work we regularly un¬ 
dertook and Mrs Egan had al¬ 
ways done work before. 

“She was a trusted member of 
the team. 

“I think that under the pres¬ 
sure of the workload within the 
whole team that, right the way 
down from senior management, 
we took assumptions on what 
was happening and there was no 
clear loop for feedback.” 

Asked by Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil’s lawyer whether it was her 
job “to ensure that Mrs Egan did 
her job properly”, Ms Giles 
agreed. 

The inquest continues. 


Mrs Foster was confused and depressed 


Giving evidence at the inquest 
on Monday, Ann Penston, Mrs 
Foster’s guardian and friend, 
said she only found out the 
Carelst 24 agency had been shut 
down when she visited its base 
in Sutton on January 25 last 
year. 

She said she was told by some¬ 
one outside: “Oh, they have been 
closed down, didn’t you see it in 
the Sutton Guardian?” 

Ms Penston said she had 
known Mrs Foster, who was 
brought up in India, since the 
1980s after meeting her at a 
ladies’ bowls club. 

She said Mrs Foster, whose 


husband died in 
1970s, had always been 
a sociable and active 
woman, but became 
very confused and de¬ 
pressed in 2006-7. 

By 2012, Ms Penston 
said her friend would 
no longer leave her 
house. 

In May, the 
Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Ser¬ 
vice and 
Surrey 
Police 
said 
they 



had conducted an extensive 
investigation into Mrs Fos- 
s death and concluded 
that there was no crimi¬ 
nal case for anyone to 
answer. 

A report into her death 
by the Surrey Safeguard¬ 
ing Adults board cleared 
Sutton Council of blame.

Disabled man unable to 
reach dancefloor at club

A one-legged man was forced 
to abandon a big night out be¬ 
cause he could not get on to 
the dancefloor at a night club. 

The wheelchair user who 
has spina bifida, 51, who asked 
not to be named, said that he 
went to Boogie Lounge in Wa¬ 
terloo Road, Epsom, just after 
midnight on the night of Sun¬ 
day, August 24. 

The Epsom resident man¬ 
aged to get in the entrance, 
where there is a bar, but then 
faced a “big step” to reach the 
dancefloor, putting it and the 
toilet out of his reach. 

He said: “It was not 


accessible. It was quite frus¬ 
trating because I had to go 
home. I thought the night’s 
young. All my mates were in 
there dancing and that.” 

He said more places should 
be wheelchair friendly. 

He said: “It’s 2014 and we 
can’t even get into our local 
nightclub.” 

After the wheelchair user 
had left, one of the bouncers 
told his mate that there was in 
fact a ramp there. 

Nightclub manager Ish, who 
declined to give his surname, 
told the Epsom Guardian 
there is not a disabled toilet at 
present, but customers are 
taken to use one at a nearby 
venue. 

He said: “Once the club has a 
refurb this is going to change.

Most of the lower club is 
on a level. It is wheelchair 
accessible.” 

He said if a wheelchair user 
spoke to a member of the team 
then a ramp could be brought 
out so they could reach the 
dancefloor. 

He said: “We have numerous 
people come to the club, espe¬ 
cially from Headley Court. I 
have a lot of guys and girls 


who come to the club with a 
lot of disabilities. 

“They are all welcome and 
they will always be welcomed. 
I do not know the exact 
situation because it was not 
reported.” 

Sarah Lynch, who used to 
work at Hub Epsom, a centre 
in the high street which sup¬ 
ports disabled people, said: “It 
is not good if this person could 
not get in. We want equal ac¬ 
cess to everywhere. Why 
shouldn’t we go and have fun? 
Why can’t we go to these 
places?” 

Ms Lynch said she and other 
volunteers would love to have 
a night at Boogie Lounge to 
help make it more accessible. 

She said: “We are more than 
willing to help with that.”

Trench art had family history secret 


A First World War trench 
artist’s son was “over¬ 
whelmed” to receive a booklet 
containing research on his fa¬ 
ther’s life. 

Back in May a couple from 
Ewell presented Ronald Tur¬ 
tle with a piece of trench art 
created from the case of a 
shell by his dad Corporal 
Ernest Turtle. 

The guardhouse sat on the 
Elliott family mantelpiece 
for decades and they man¬ 
aged to find Mr Turtle, in his 
80s, thanks to Epsom and 
Ewell local and family histo¬ 
ry centre. 

The trench art now sits on 
his fireplace. 

On Friday, August 22, Ann 
and Bob Elliott travelled to Mr 


Turtle’s home in Southamp¬ 
ton to hand over the family 
history research done by vol¬ 
unteer Glenda Charman from 
the history centre. 

Mrs Elliott said: “He was to¬ 
tally overwhelmed, he hardly 
took his eyes off it in the two 
hours we spent with them. 

“It was a nice end to our long 
mission to track down the 
family.” 

The trench art was bought 
by Mr Elliott’s father Robert 
and, when he died a decade 
ago, the couple found a piece 
of paper inside. 

It said: “This souvenir was 
made by Corporal E. L. Tur¬ 
tle... with crude tools while 
on active service in France; 
in his leisure time; from a 


shell case which held a Ger¬ 
man shell; 18in naval shell 
used in a bombardment of 
Aire in July 1918.” 

Mrs Elliott said they re¬ 
solved to find his family, 
adding: “You could not ignore 
that. It had to be traced.” 

Dedicate a tree to 
someone who died in 
the First World War in 
one of the Woodland 
Trust’s four new 
Centenary Woodlands.

For a taste of what visitors 
can expect from Bourne 
Hall’s exhibition exploring 
Epsom and Ewell during 
World War I, the museum’s 
curator, Jeremy Harte, has 
given the Epsom Guardian 
an insight into some of the in¬ 
teresting items on display. 

This week, he explains why 
a letter box was so crucial to 
injured troops at Horton Hos¬ 
pital: “On the outbreak of hos¬ 
tilities, the War Office 
commandeered the mental 
hospitals at Horton and the 
manor for wounded troops. 

“The previous inmates were 
transferred to London asy¬ 
lums and a thousand soldiers 
took their place. 

“Most of these men were 
suffering from wounds inflict¬ 
ed by gunfire or shells. Gas in¬ 
juries and shellshock were 
present, but infrequent, and 
venereal disease, contrary to 
rumour, was rare. 

“Whenever possible, injured 
men from Epsom were re¬ 
turned back home. 

“Ernie Brown, previously 
goalkeeper for Epsom Town, 


was cheered when he came off 
the hospital train. 

“It pulled up at a West Street 
siding where the wounded 
could be carried into Ford am¬ 
bulances, and were taken to 
the war hospital where the 
men filled 33 wards. 

“They were dressed in blue 
to identify them as casualties 
and stop them sneaking off for 
a drink in the town. Some 
55,000 wounded servicemen 
passed through the hospital. 

“This letter box was used by 
the wounded soldiers to put 
letters, which would be col¬ 
lected by the post office and 
sent home. 

“Mail was considered as im¬ 
portant as food and other war 
materials. The post office de¬ 
livered thousands of letters a 
day to the front and to hospi¬ 
tals. Wounded soldiers needed 
to tell their families where 
they were and how they were 
getting on.”

Plans to build a helipad in the 
grounds of a large private home 
near the M25 are raising 
eyebrows in an affluent part of 
Surrey. 

Kingswood Hall Estate has 
drawn up plans for helicopters to 
land and take off from its 
grounds in Margery Wood Lane, 
Lower Kingswood. 

The helipad is seen as permit¬ 
ted development, but the estate 
has applied for a lawful develop¬ 
ment certificate from Reigate 
and Banstead Borough Council. 

Tony Taylor, CEO of company 
Commercial Drawing Services, 
said his client has already 
received planning permission for 
the redevelopment of the “very 
large” private house. 

Mr Taylor said: “They have 
decided they would like a heli¬ 
pad. It’s the sort of thing proper¬ 
ty owners have a need of in 
today’s world.” 

He said quite a lot of heli¬ 
copters already go over the area, 
adding: “It’s out of the way so 
very unlikely that people will get 
disturbed by helicopter noise.” 

But Surrey County Councillor 
Bob Gardner said the site is adja¬ 
cent to National Trust land and 


there had already been an 
increase in air traffic due to 
rerouting of flights. 

He said: “I was concerned that 
somebody would want to go to 
the extent of having a concrete 
helipad in the garden, particular¬ 
ly with its close proximity to the 
M25 and Gatwick. 

“I have spoken to some of the 
residents in and around Lower 
Kingswood. Some are concerned 
about additional noise and some 
are not at all.” 

In a letter submitted with the 
plans, the council’s development 
quality manager Kevin Hinton 
said helicopters could be used for 
a maximum of 28 days per year. 

He said: “The touchdown and 
lift off area, approach and accel¬ 
eration and deceleration lane, 
will be over the estate’s adjoining 
agricultural land. No private 
dwellings will be flown over.” 

Councillor Simon Parnell, who 
represents Kingswood with 
Burgh Heath, said residents have 
told him there are already two or 
three other helipads located in 
Lower Kingswood. 

He said: “That was news to me. 
I’m making sure the right ques¬ 
tions are being asked and I’m 
consulting with officers because 
it's not something I have been 
exposed to before.” 

Coun Parnell has asked if 
the council is responsible for 


considering different issues 
such as flight paths, its proximity 
to the motorway and noise to 
neighbours. 

He added: “You do hear cases of 
private pilots landing on homes 
and having accidents. I think that 
is the sort of story that concerns 
residents.” 

A spokesman at the Civil Avia¬ 
tion Authority (CAA) said pilots 
need the landowner’s permission 
in order to land and must not 
touch down too close to trees and 
other buildings. 

But he said: “As long as it is 
outside controlled airspace and 
the pilot follows all the safety 
rules and regulations, you don’t 
need permission or approval to 
fly.” 

There are already concerns 
about the noise generated by air¬ 
craft flying over the surrounding 
area. 

On Tuesday a pensioner, from 
Heath Close in Banstead, 
complained to the Epsom 
Guardian about the increasing 
number of helicopters and 
planes going overhead. 

She said: “We have got too 
many already. They just seem 
to be flying back and forth willy- 
nilly. 

“We go out in the garden and it 
gets quite noisy at times. I suffer 
from migraines so that’s not 
helpful.”

Dog bites land 125 in hospital 


Dog bites landed about five people a 
week in Epsom and St Helier hospitals’ 
accident and emergency (A&E) depart¬ 
ments in the first half of this year. 

The hospital trust said that between 
January and June, the A&Es treated 
125 dog bite wounds. 

This follows a steep rise from a total 
of 244 cases of dog bites in 2012 to 325 
in 2013. 

Dr Ruth Charlton, joint medical 
director at the trust, said: “Although 


the vast majority of dogs are very so¬ 
ciable and make great companions, 
they can be frightening and it can cer¬ 
tainly be very distressing to be at¬ 
tacked by one. 

“I would like to reassure the public 
that whether it’s an overly-playful nip 
from a family pet, or a more serious 
attack from another animal, our highly 
competent medical staff have the 
knowhow and resources to treat our 
patients."

forces ‘other savings’

Proposed cuts to the cost of park¬ 
ing at hospitals would force cuts 
in other services, an NHS trust 
has warned. 

Disabled people, relatives of se¬ 
riously ill patients, shift workers 
and regular outpatients should 
have free or discounted parking 
under new rules announced by 
the Government. 

In the last financial year 
Epsom Hospital’s car park gener¬ 
ated £875,000, which was pumped 
back into patient care and main¬ 
tenance of parking facilities. 

A spokesman at Epsom and St 
Helier University Hospitals NHS 
Trust said: “The proposed 
changes in policy would have 
financial implications, which 
would have to be met by savings 
elsewhere.” 

But, despite claims in the 
media last week that all the 
money would be lost, the 
spokesman said that at this stage 
it was “impossible to speculate” 
how much revenue would fall as 
a result of the new guidelines on 
parking. 

The hospital already has a 
number of concessions for regu¬ 
lar and chronically ill patients as 


well as free disabled parking 
spaces. 

While announcing the reforms, 
Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
said: “Patients and families 
shouldn’t have to deal with the 
added stress of unfair parking 
charges. 

“These clear ground rules set 


out our expectations, and will 
help the public hold the NHS to 
account for unfair charges or 
practices.” 

In response, the trust said: 
“Our priority with our car parks 
is to always ensure fair and 
accessible parking for our 
patients.”

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Plant ‘out of control’ 



An elderly woman has taken her 
house off the market over fears 
that an invasion of “the pneumatic 
drill of the plant world” could put 
off potential buyers. 

Peggy Harris, 89, from Brighton 
Road, Burgh Heath, fears 
Japanese knotweed will spread 
from a neighbouring verge into 
her garden. 

Reigate and Banstead Council 
said it plans to take on the “per¬ 
sistent” knotweed again in the 
autumn after its return following 
treatment in 2013. 

It is tackling the problem on 
behalf of Surrey County Council, 
which is responsible for the 
knotweed's removal on the 
pavement, from where it has 
spread to Mrs Harris’s neigh¬ 
bour’s wall. 

Her son Robert Baker, 58, said 
he has been fighting her case for 
the plant’s eradication for a year. 

He said: “It’s growing through 
the neighbour’s wall. 

“She’s terrified that it’s going to 
come on to her land. It’s the pneu¬ 
matic drill of the plant world. 

“It’s been worrying her for a 
while now. It has to be disposed of 
in a specific way by a designated 
waste management company.” 

Japanese knotwood is described 
by the Environment Agency as 
“indisputably the UK’s most 
aggressive, destructive and inva¬ 
sive plant”.

Some lenders will decline to 
grant mortgages on properties 
where it is present. 

Councillor Nick Harrison, who 
represents Tattenhams ward, 
said he has contacted Ms Harris’s 
neighbour and the borough coun¬ 
cil is addressing the problem on 
behalf of the county council. 

Coun Harrison said: “It is not a 
nice thing to have next door to 
you and can cause mass damage 
and needs to be tackled. 

“It’s quite a difficult thing to 
deal with and it needs more than 


one treatment.” 

Emanuel Flecken, parks opera¬ 
tions manager at the borough 
council, said: “We are aware of 
the knotweed in this case and it 
has been included in our autumn 
treatment plan. 

“Treating Japanese knotweed 
in the autumn has a much 
greater success rate than trying 
to treat in the summer months.” 

Japanese knotweed can grow as 
much as 20cm a day and was 
introduced from Japan in 1825 as 
an ornamental plant.

A young Chelsea fan who has just 
recovered from a rare disease 
that left her in a coma for nine 
months said meeting John Terry 
“marks the end” of her difficult 
journey. 

Arabella Webster, 20, from 
Epsom, was diagnosed with a 
rare auto immune disease - 
NMDA limbic encephalitis - in 
April 2011, and was in an induced 
coma while battling the illness. 

A lifelong Chelsea FC fan, her 
wish to meet her favourite foot¬ 
baller Terry was granted in Au¬ 
gust 2012 by the Make-A-Wish 
Foundation UK, which grants 
wishes for children and young 
people fighting life-threatening 
conditions. 

But Miss Webster said she 
found it upsetting looking at the 
photos of her meeting with 
Terry when she was unwell, as 
she looked like a different 
person. 

An ambassador of the charity 
for five years, Terry heard about 
this and invited Miss Webster to 
meet him for a second time for a 
new set of photos. 

She said: “I was so over¬ 
whelmed at the thoughtfulness of 
the invite and this really marks

the end of everything I have been 
through. 

“Make A Wish is truly wonder¬ 
ful - what it offers people like me 
is priceless and so valuable. I 
can’t explain how much it meant 
to meet John again.” 

The youngster was diagnosed 
with the disease after experienc¬ 
ing a headache for several days 
and being unable to pronounce 
words properly. 

While she was in a coma, she 
was put on a strong course of 
chemotherapy and steroids, 
which eventually brought her 
round in January 2012. 


She was declared clear of the 
condition in July this year. 

Her mother, Tracie, said: “The 
wish had a huge impact on Ara¬ 
bella. Meeting John gave her the 
strength to cope with her rehabil¬ 
itation after the coma, as this was 
a particularly difficult time. 

“John’s offer to meet for a sec¬ 
ond time was just fantastic and I 
hope Arabella’s story will raise 
awareness of this condition and 
encourage others not to ignore 
the warning signs if they are 
there.”

An angry neighbour has said a 
new housing development has 
made his life “hell” after delivery 
lorries twice damaged his car. 

Gerald Carpenter, 63, from 
Sandlands Grove, in Walton-on- 
the-Hill, lives by Sandlands Park 
- a new gated development of 
million-pound homes that is cur¬ 
rently under construction. 

Mr Carpenter has complained 
to developer Berkeley Homes 
over many issues to do with the 
development, including damage 
to his car and hedge, parking and 
traffic problems, noise, dust and 
trenches dug outside his home. 

In a complaint letter he said: 
“The whole experience has been a 
major upheaval, inconvenience 
and generated stress, upset and 
made our lives generally hell.” 

Mr Carpenter said Berkeley 
Homes has given him £250 in com¬ 
pensation after his car was dam¬ 
aged by a delivery lorry about two 
months ago. 

But he said the company had 
not been prepared to pay the full 
repair costs, adding: “The car will 
not be restored to its original 
condition as we’ve cut corners to 
please Berkeley.

“I myself have several severe 
ongoing health complaints and 
this additional stress and worry 
is far from helping.” 

Mr Carpenter said this was the 
second time his car had been 
damaged by a delivery lorry and 
Berkeley Homes had fully com¬ 
pensated him in the first instance. 

A spokesman from Berkeley 
Homes, Southern said: “We are 
aware that Mr Carpenter is 
unhappy with the disruption 
caused by contractors working 
on our site and of course under¬ 
stand his frustration and share 
his concern. 


“However, we were led to be¬ 
lieve that this matter had been re¬ 
solved to his satisfaction on all 
issues raised, including reim¬ 
bursement of the costs for his ve¬ 
hicle repair; replacement of his 
boundary fence; offering to carry 
out some additional tarmacking 
to the front of his property and to 
also pay for his window cleaning 
on a monthly basis until the 
works are completed. 

“We have from the outset had an 
open and active dialogue with Mr 
Carpenter and will continue to do 
whatever we can to reduce any 
stress being caused.”

Brits are happy to pop round with 
a cup of sugar, or pass a rake over 
the garden fence, to lend a hand 
to their neighbours. 

That's according to new 
research by Direct Line Home 
Insurance which says almost half 
of all Brits have lent and item to a 
neighbour in the last two years, 
with the collective value of these 
items according to the company 
amounting to an estimated £1.6 
billion. 

The most common items shared 
by neighbours are books, DVDs 
and CDs, with 17 per cent of 
people having lent these items 
within the past two years. 
Gardening and DIY equipment 
came in joint second (at 16 per 
cent each). Still, the traditional 
cup of sugar remains a popular 
item to offer, with one in seven of 
us (15 per cent) lending food. Men 
have emerged as the 'friendlier' 
gender, as 54 per cent have lent 
these common items to 
neighbours compared to 43 per 
cent of women. 

Almost a quarter (21 per cent) 
of UK adults who have lent items 
say they have lent something 
worth more than £100, with those 
aged 18 to 34 the most likely to 
lend high value possessions at an 
average of £108. In comparison, 
those aged 55 and over lent items 
costing an average of £44. 

Men, it seems, are more likely to 
lend higher value items (£84) 
than women (£47) to their 


neighbours. 

Of the less traditional items 
cited, 11 per cent have lent a 
parking space to a neighbour in 
the last two years, while seven per 
cent have lent Wi-Fi access. Those 
who live in London are more likely 
to lend Wi-Fi access than any 
other region, with one in eight (12 
per cent) sharing this with their 
neighbours in the capital. 

Katie Lomas, head of Direct Line 
home insurance, said: "It is 
encouraging to see that so many 
of us are willing to go above and 
beyond for our neighbours, 
providing both our time and 
valuable possessions when 
needed.

Chasing premium sales 

There will be no budget version of 
the new Renault Twingo city car, 
with prices starting at £9,495. 

While rivals from the Volkswagen 
Group, Hyundai, Toyota and PSA 
Peugeot Citroen have all chosen to 
offer an entry-level model, often for 
less than £8,000, Renault is chasing 
sales at the premium end of the 
market. 

The Fiat 500 currently dominates 
the high-cost city car scene, but 
Renault hopes to challenge it with 
its new rear-engined, rear-wheel 
drive effort that shares its platform 
with the new Smart. 

Two petrol engines will be 
available, including a non- 
turbocharged 1.0-litre and a turbo- 
boosted 0.9-litre that will only be 
available on the range-topping, 
£11,695 Dynamique Energy TCe 90. 



Volkswagen's seventh generation 
Golf BlueMotion is the most 
economical Golf currently 
available, emitting a seriously low 
85g/km of CO2 emissions and a 
claimed official consumption 
figure of 88.3mpg, writes Philip 
Shoulder. 

Visual differences marking out 
this eco model are a lower ride 
height, roof spoiler, masked front 
grille and C-pillar spoiler. Other 
modifications include special 
underfloor panels, optimised 
brake cooling channels and low 
rolling resistance tyres. The 
stop/start system also harvests 
energy from braking and stores 
this in the battery for later use. 

Spec-wise this car is based on 
the Golf S, so does without some 
of the refinements found on SE 
and GT trim. Nevertheless, you 
still get seven airbags, ABS with 
ESP, climate control, 5.8-inch 
colour touchscreen infotainment 
system incorporating DAB radio, 
Bluetooth and iPod connectivity. 

Of course, there are a number of 
optional extras available - the 
main ones being: metallic paint, 


rear parking sensors, cruise 
control, and a leather-bound, 
multi-function steering wheel. 

Inside is typical Golf. That 
means the overall fit and finish 
and quality of cabin materials is 
very high. Slightly larger exterior 
dimensions give a more spacious 
cabin. The boot is now 380 litres 
with seats up and 1,270 litres with 
them lowered - although they 
don't fold completely flat. 

Thoughtful touches include a 
runner to prevent seatbelts 
getting snagged and adjustable 
boot floor height. On the road, 
the improvement in driving 


dynamics over the previous 
generation car is apparent. The 
reduced kerb weight, new chassis 
and variable ratio steering, all 
combine to give a drive that's 
enjoyably engaging when you're 
in the mood, yet relaxing and 
comfortable the rest of the time. 

Overall, refinement impresses 
and the ride, while firm, is 
composed and pliant. 

Braking is smooth and 
progressive, while the steering is 
direct and precise, making even 
this economically-minded Golf a 
pleasant car to hustle along a 
twisty B-road.
